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Attorney General’s Opinion 


Sought in Dispute Over

It has always been the responsibil- 
ity of the American people to monitor 
“our government to see that our laws are 
obeyed and our tax dollars are wisely 
spent. In times like these, when respect 
for the law seems to be almost nonex- 
istent and taxes eat up a considerable 
portion of our already inadequate in- 
comes, it’s especially important for us 
to put a stop to any illegal actions of 
our elected officials, particularly when 

they result in the misuse of our tax 
money. 

_ Not long ago, | learned of the pos- 
sibility that such an abuse has been 
occurring here in Romuius for six years 
now. It involves local tax dollars that are 
being used to pay the salary of a City 
employee whose job may have been 
created in violation of the Romulus 
City Charter. 

Until 1983, City Council did not have 
its own full-time secretary. Instead, the 
Council received some assistance from 
a secretary it shared with the Mayor 
(under the Mayor's jurisdiction), and 
the City Clerk handled most of the 
Council’s records, in accordance with 
Section 5.5 of the City Charter, which 
States, in part: 

~ “(a) The City Clerk shall be Clerk of 
the Council and shall attend all meet- 
ings of the Council and keep a perma- 
nent journal of its proceedings .. . 

“(b) He shall keep a record of all 
ordinances, resolutions and actions 
of the Council; 

“(e) He shall be the custodian of 
all papers, documents and records per- 
taining to the City, the custody of which 
is not otherwise provided for by this 
Charter; ...” 

However, after the regular City elec- 
tion on November 8, 1983, the lame-duck 
Council (lame duck: an elected office- 
holder or an assembly continuing in 
office during the period between the 
election and the inauguration of a suc- 
cessor), at its last regular meeting (on 
November 9), created a new position 

called “Legislative Secretary,’ the le- 
gality of which is questionable. 


‘vic, ¢Section 5.7 (f) of the City Charter (as... 


amended on November 6, 1973) states: 

“Other Departments and Commis- 
sions: The Council shall have the power 
and authority to establish and eliminate 
such other commissions and depart- 
ments when in its opinion, the proper 
administration of the business and in- 
terest of the City require. As used in 
this Charter, a department is a division 
of the administrative branch of the 
government consisting of a Department 
head and employees under his direction 
and acommission is a group of persons 
appointed for a specific purpose with no 
jurisdiction over Municipal Employees, 
other than assigned clerical personnel.” 

Notice that this section gives no 
provision for creating a singular posi- 
tion such as secretary. Notice, too, that 
it does not give the Council the author- 
ity to create any department that is not 
ultimately responsible to the admin- 
istrative branch of the government (i.e., 
the Mayor). 

And yet, at that meeting on Novem- 
ber 9, 1983, Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry moved that “the City Council ap- 
point Juanita Laine as the Legislative 
Secretary for the current term of the 
newly elected City Council beginning 
November 14, 1983, at her current rate 
of pay and working conditions of em- 
ployment.’ (At that time, Laine was the 
secretary who worked for Mayor William 
Oakley and the City Council.) The mo- 
tion was supported by John Lewkowicz, 
and the roll call vote which followed 
produced “aye” votes from Lewkowicz, 
Raspberry, Fred ‘Junior’ Block, Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron, and Mary Ann Banks; 
no “nay” votes; and “abstain” votes 
from Alan Lambert and Barry Baumann. 
(See Resolution 83-450 of the minutes 
from the November 9, 1983, meeting.) 

Laine assumed the duty of acting as 
full-time secretary for the newly elected 
Council (Banks, Baumann, Bergeron, 
Block, Lambert, and Raspberry retained 
their seats; Lewkowicz left the Council 
to become Treasurer and was replaced 
by William Wadsworth; Mayor Oakley

In just a few months, she allegedly gave 
her resignation, and the Council sought 
her replacement. 

In the meantime, the firm of Berry, 
Hopson, Francis, Mack, & Seifman was 
asked to render an opinion concerning 
whether or not the provision of Section 
5.7 (f) of Article 5 of the City Charter 
permits the City Council to appoint a 
legislative secretary. In a letter from the 
firm dated February 27, 1984, attorney 
Ronald E. Mack stated, in part: 

‘. Under Section 5.3 the Mayor is 
held responsible for specific executive 
and administrative duties which include 
administrative direction and control of 


ageallt directors, department heads, com- 


missions and boards which are in 
charge of the city departments. ... 
“Subsection (f) of Section 5.7 allows 
the City Council to establish, create 
and/or eliminate such other commis- 
sions and departments which in their 
opinion the City requires. Resolution 
83-450, however does not comply with 
the Charter requirement in that the 
Council did not create or establish a 
new commission or department but 
merely appointed a legislative secretary 
for the current term of this Council. 
“Under the City Charter appoint- 
ment of employees is within the duties 
and responsibilities of the Chief Admin-

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McAnally Wins 
by Landslide

It has been a week since the elec- 


tion, but that week has been a glorious ° | 


one for Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

McAnally has just been elected to 
an unprecedented fourth term as Mayor 
of the City of Romulus. Though she did 
not run unopposed, her competition, 
Earl Champagne, might just as well 
have stayed home (as the saying goes), 
since he drew only 18% of the mayoral 
vote cast. 

McAnally recalls when she first ran 
for City Council. In the primary held that 
year, she came in at number 14, dead 
last of all who made it to the November 
election. She realized then that she 
would have to make a serious effort if 
she wanted to get a seat on the Council; 
so she got to work, and worked hard, 
too. When election day finally rolled 
around, McAnally wound up as Mayor 
Pro Tem. 

McAnally has continued to be a 
hard campaigner since that first elec- 
tion, and she has built herself what 
some might consider to be a dynasty. 
No matter what you want to call it, one 
fact cannot be denied: she has serious 
clout with a very large majority of voters 
in the City of Romulus. It has been said 
in the past that all seven Council mem- 
bers combined could not beat her in an 
election that she wanted to win, and 
that still may be true. 

McAnally draws much of her sup- 
port from “‘the little guy” — not the 
more elite or wealthy class, but from 
the people who work every day as fac- 
tory workers, secretaries, tellers, clerks, 
etc. She is one of the few mayors who 
will attend the receptions, reunions, 
and funerals of her constituents (even 
if she doesn’t know them), and she truly 
appreciates it whenever she is invited 
to attend these functions. McAnally’s 
secretary, Betsey Brown, runs a tight 
ship for the Mayor as far as scheduling 
is concerned, but, after normal working 
hours (which could be from 5 a.m. to 
11 p.m.), McAnally is ready and willing 
to do whatever she can for her people 
on her own time, as well. 

Yep, we have a good Mayor; she has 
proven that. Though many of us may not 
agree with everything she does, we can 
still respect her because she is trying 
to do the best that she can for the ma- 
jority of the people in order to benefit 
the entire community. 

McAnally has shown that she is a 
strong vote-getter, and it looks as 
though she will be Mayor until she is 
good and ready to step down. When 
that time comes, heaven help the per- 
son who tries to fill her shoes. He or 
she had better be very young, and full 
of more than just vinegar!

sustained efforts of Gear and his young 
campaign workers were the secret to 
his success. 

Anyone who plans that well, and 
works that hard to achieve his goal, 
deserves to have his efforts rewarded. 

As far as education is concerned, 
Gear could very well have the edge on 
his fellow Councilmen, and, though his 
relatively new status in politics makes 
it hard to be sure, he also seems to have 
plenty of political common sense. One 
thing is certain: it would be difficult to 
find a harder worker for the demanding 
position that he has assumed. 

No one should assume, however, 
that Gear will have a peaches-and- 
cream job because of his talents or his 
respectable margin of victory. The next 
two years will pose many problems for 
him. But though he’ll have many sleep- 















less nights (as well as some defeats) 
in the near future, there will also be 
victories that both he and the com- 
munity can be proud of. 

Already, Gear is faced with several 
serious difficulties due to his new posi- 
tion. First of all, of course, he will have 
to deal with those incumbents who are 
upset because they did not make Mayor 
Pro Tem. (That factor, alone, may work 
against him for some time.) And he will 
also have to learn to ignore the racial 
attacks, which will come from both 
sides of the fence, so that he can con- 
tinue to work for a// of the people in 
our community, regardless of the color 
of their skin. His biggest challenge, 
however, could lie in maintaining a 
mature leadership, since he has rela- 
tively little experience. He will have to

istrator who through the offices of the 
personnel director does the hiring and 
firing of City employees. The adminis- 
trator must, if he is to properly admin- 
istrate and be responsible for same in 
accordance with Section 5.3, be al- 
lowed to set up duties and responsi- 
bilities of all City employees under his 
charge. Under the City Charter of the 
City of Romulus, the City Council has 
no authority to appoint an employee 
who is not ultimately responsible to 
the Mayor.” 

Despite this opinion, the Council 
appointed Laine’s replacement during 
the Council meeting on February 27, 
1984, in a resolution which refers to 
Laine’s termination of employment as 
a “lay-off” rather than a “resignation.” 
Resolution 84-086 of that meeting states 
that Raspberry supported Block’s mo- 
tion “to concur with the recommenda- 
tion of the Council Advisory Committee 
(note: Those members were Raspberry, 
Banks, and Block) and appoint Mary 
Hatten to the position of Council Sec- 
retary to be employed at the same cur- 
rent rate of pay, same fringe benefits 
and same working conditions, effective 
with the lay-off of Juanita Laine March 
5, 1984.” Before it was voted on, how- 
ever, it was amended (in the hopes of 
appeasing those who felt that the posi- 
tion was not a legal one?) to include the 
provision ‘Council request Mayor and 
Mayor Pro Tem to formulate a job de- 
scription for Council Secretary posi- 
tion.” It was approved by a unanimous 
vote of the seven Councilmen present. 

When someone is laid off, it gener- 
ally means that there is not enough 
work for that person to justify his or 
her continued employment. Why, then, 
would the City Council lay off Laine (and 
allow her to draw unemployment ben- 
efits to which she might not have been 
entitled if she had resigned) and then, 
in the same resolution, hire a replace- 
ment for her? 

In an article which quoted Council- 
man Baumann, who was concerned 
about several aspects of this contro- 
versy, a Romulus Roman reporter wrote: 

‘Baumann challenges Mrs. Laine’s 
right to receive unemployment compen-

Bill Would Require Permanent I.D. Mark 
on Dentures 

Under a bill passed by the House, 
dentures would have to be permanently 
marked with either the wearer’s name or 
Social Security number. Dentists would 
have to ask their patients which identifi- 
cation they prefer on their dentures; the 
patients would have the right to refuse 
an identifying marking. The measure 
is intended to prevent denture loss for 
residents in nursing homes, and to aid 
in identification of accident victims. 
Dietitians and Nutritionists Would Be 
Regulated 

Legislation introduced in the House 
would establish State licensing and reg- 
ulation of dietitians and nutritionists 
who supervise the nutritional needs of 
people in hospitals, nursing homes, col- 
lege and university food services, and 
in the workplace. Under the legislation, 
persons would be eligible for licensure 
if they received a college degree with 
major study in human nutrition, dietet- 
ics, food system management, or equiv- 
alent courses; accumulated at least 
900 hours of supervised professional 
experience; and passed a State exam-

House Passes “Seal of Approval” Bill 

House lawmakers have approved 
a bill that would create the Michigan 
Premium Program, which would recog- 
nize Michigan’s highest quality agri- 
cultural products with a special seal 
of approval that informs consumers 
about-the high quality of the produce. 
The first products identified with the 
seal would be Michigan eggs, ground 
meat, cherries, asparagus, and Christ- 
mas trees. 
Driver Licenses Could Be Suspended

A bill that would require a driver's 
license suspension of up to one year 
for persons convicted of drug posses- 
sion while operating a motor vehicle 
has been unanimously approved by a 
House committee. The bill would re- 
quire the Secretary of State to suspend 
the license of anyone caught illegally. 
possessing drugs and other controlled 
substances while driving.

Measure

against those organizing or attending 
dog fights to four years in prison, 
$25,000 in fines, or both, and up to 
$100,000 in fines for repeat offenders. 
House Approves Bill that Would Put 
Height on Licenses 

House lawmakers have approved 
a bill that would add a driver's height 
to the information included on a Mich- 
igan operator’s or chauffeur’s license. 
The new information would help busi- 
ness people who sell or serve alcohol 
identify minors who are using bogus 
identification. The new information 
also would assist law enforcement per- 
sonnel who use the Law Enforcement 
Information Network. 
“Gun-Lock” Legislation Considered by 
Lawmakers 

House lawmakers are considering 
a bill that would establish strict penal- 
ties for adults who are negligent when 
storing firearms, leaving them acces- 
sible to minors. This ‘‘gun-lock” bill 
would require gun owners in Michigan 
to either store their firearms in alocked 
case or to securely lock the trigger. Per- 
sons could be charged with a misde- 
meanor if their gun is improperly stored 
and it ends up in the hands of a juvenile 
under the age of 16, without the gun 
owner’s knowledge. 
Legislation Would Expand Freedom of 
Information Act 

House lawmakers have introduced 
legislation that would make it easier for 
citizens to obtain information about 
government activities. The bills would 
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suits to be broughtin small claims court. 
Present Michigan law allows these re- 
quests to be brought only in circuit 
courts.

sation because “she had submitted her 
resignation, therefore, quit her job.” 

‘“1! believe that the way this has 
been handled is a disgrace,’ Baumann 
said. ‘First, | believe that we have no 
authority whatsoever to hire a council 
secretary since the City Charter is spe- 
cific about who has the authority to 
hire personnel. 

““Moreover, the City Charter does 
state that the City Clerk shall serve as 
secretary to the council and is man- 
dated by the charter to keep council 
records, therefore, | feel we can save 
the city and the taxpayers $16,000 by 
leaving this position vacant.’’ (The 
Romulus Roman, March 7, 1984.) 

And here’s a final point: The resolu- 
tion creating the Council secretary’s 
position does so for “... the current 
term of the newly elected City Council 
beginning November 14, 1983 ...” | 
can’t find any record of that term of 
service being extended, so why are we 
still paying out over $27,000 a year (the 
current salary of the Council secretary 
is $20,008, with an additional amount 
of approximately $7,400 paid in fringe 
benefits) for a position that doesn’t 
seem to exist? 

I’m sure that I’m not the only tax- 
payer in Romulus who can think of 
better ways to spend the money that 
has been used to pay the Council sec- 
retary for the past six years. 

| want to make it clear that |am not

making a personal attack on the secre- 
tary; the person holding that position 
is not the issue here. What is of concern 
is whether or not the job was created 
in the proper manner. If the Council 
members who approved the position 
did so knowing that they were in viola- 
tion of the Charter, then legal action 
could be taken against each and every 
one who voted for it. 

It seems to me that this is a blatant 
waste of the taxpayers’ money, and it 
should be stopped at once. Since City 
Clerk Linda Choate, her assistant, and 
a tape machine behind the stage record 
the events of every Gity Council meet- 
ing, don’t you think that having the 
“City Council Secretary” doing the 
same thing is just a little too much 
coverage of one event? 

Let’s put the responsibility in the 
hands of the Clerk’s office, where the 
Charter says it should be. 

To get to the bottom of this issue, 
Councilman Ellis Pennington has joined 
with me to send a letter to the Michigan 
Attorney General’s office, requesting 
him to render an opinion on the posi- 
tion’s legality.

Achapter 7 bankruptcy is designed 
for debtors in financial difficulty who 
do not have the ability to pay their exist- 
ing debts. Under chapter 7, a trustee 
takes possession of all your property. 
You may claim certain property as ex- 
empt; in most cases, a person may 
claim that all of his or her property is 
exempt. However, if you have a sub- 
stantial amount of equity in your home, 
you probably would want to avoid chap- 
ter 7 for fear of losing your home. 
The purpose of filing a chapter 7 
case is to obtain a discharge of your 
existing debts. If, however, you are 
found to have certain kinds of improper 
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conduct, your discharge may be denied 
by the court. Such a denial is rare, 
though. 


Even if you receive a discharge, 
there are some debts that are not 
discharged under the law. Bankruptcy, 
under chapter 7, will not discharge cer- 
tain taxes, student loans, alimony and 
support payments, debts fraudulently 
incurred, debts for willful injury to a 
person or property, and debts arising 
from a drunk driving judgment.

If you are 65 or over and working, 
your employer is required by law to of- 
fer you the same group health insur- 
ance benefits that younger employees 
have, according to a Social Security 
manager. 

This also applies to you if your 
spouse is working and covered by an 
employee health plan. Only employers 
with 20 or more employees must make 
this coverage available. 

Similar rules protect the right to 
employee health insurance for people 
who are entitled to Medicare based on 
disability, the manager added.

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
Delivers Her Fourth 
Inaugural Address 


On-Monday, November 13, Beverly 
McAnally delivered her fourth inaugural 
speech as Mayor of the City of Romulus. 
The text of that speech follows: 


Fellow elected members of govern- 
ments, clergy, ladies and gentlemen: 

The ceremony which we conduct 
today is that of a group of people, a 
community, accepting leadership cho- 
sen by them through free elections, and 
those chosen accepting the responsi- 
bility acquired through the same pro- 
cess of free, open elections. It formal- 
izes the transition or continuation of 
government, and is so powerful a con- 
cept that it stands as a goal for op- 
pressed people throughout the world. 

We live in incredible times. The re- 
cent events.in Germany, where the walls 
of repression that for decades divided 
a nation have finally been pierced, un- 
derscore the absolute need of us all 
throughout the world to be free to make 
choices about our government and the 
people who are to lead us. 

We witnessed with admiration and 
horror the struggle in China earlier this 
summer, when the people of that nation 
rose up and demanded freedom, and 
we hoped against all logic that they 
would be successful. We all know that 
their repression is temporary and that 
no force can long stand against an 
idea whose time has come. 

So, it is in the context of history, 
recognizing the privilege of being a 
part of such a dynamic process, that | 
accept and welcome the responsibility 
of leadership, knowing that the test of 
my performance lies only with the peo- 
ple. It is to them that | pledge my dedi- 
cation and service. 

Each inaugural, | have spoken with 
you about the coming term and | have 
told you of the things | hoped to ac- 
complish in the two years ahead. Some 
of those things we shared two years 
ago are only now coming to fruition. 

The unique locational opportunity 
that we have to take part in a world 
economy is opening avenues to the 
community for a prominence that was 
only dreamed of six years ago. With 
the cooperation of the majority of the 
City Council, we have innovated to 
supply the necessary improvements to 
encourage development without bur- 
dening our citizens. We have not only 
held the line on spending, we have ac- 
tually reduced taxes to our people. We 
have provided the opportunity for em- 
ployment for our young people and we 
have assumed our rightful position of 
importance in the region. 

The next two years will see the Wick 
Road area development begin. If the 
County plans to move forward, we will 
see increased commercial and light in- 
dustrial development south of the Air- 
port. We will have to be strong and vigi- 
lant to be sure that no more land is ex- 


cised than is absolutely necessary for 
the safety of our community and the 
air travel industry, and that noise miti- 
gations be implemented for the com- 
fort of our citizens. 

If we are to continue to enjoy our 
low city tax rate, we must continue to 
expand the base. If we plan to increase 
expenditures for any purpose — recre- 
ation, police, fire, road and local drain 
improvements, employee salaries — we 
have only two sources. 

One source is local taxes and as- 
sessments and the other is increased 
fees for services. The pot of gold in 
Washington has gone dry about a tril- 
lion dollars ago. 

If we are to utilize either and still 
spare our residents from the burden, 
we must continue to have growth in 
our economic base. We also need to 
attract more quality housing. 

One could reasonably expect, with 
the improved employment options in 
the community, that housing for those 
employed here would be desirable. Even 
though the last two years have seen 
more housing starts in Romulus than 
have been built in the past 20 years, | 
will continue to make strong efforts to 
attract more and better housing in the 
areas best suited for residential devel- 
opment. 

With an increased residential pop- 
ulation, the much-wished-for commer- 
cial and shopping center activities will 
follow. 

Solid waste disposal will continue 
to be an escalating problem, with costs 
increasing and available landfill space 
decreasing. We must embark on re- 
cycling and composting programs to 
reduce our reliance on landfills, and 
there will be projects underway yet 
this year. Even though we were able to 
reserve landfill space at the Riverview 
facility through the year 1993, we must 
reduce our landfill needs through re- 
cycling and composting. 

Beginning this spring, we will see 

—another senior citizens facility under 
construction on Wayne Road. We are 
currently assisting with the construc- 
tion of an exhibition center off Wickham 
north of the freeway, and we anticipate 
the beginning of the multi-million-dol- 
lar, long-planned Metro World Center. 
Recent meetings with the new presi- 
dent of Eastern Michigan University in- 
dicate that the World College will be 
the premier focus of the development. 

The Vining Road interchange and 
overpass projects seem destined for 
federal approval as a result of our in- 
tense efforts and with the help of our 
representatives, congressmen and sen- 
ators. 


If these projects seem to be enough 
to fill a lifetime, be assured that it seems 
exactly that way to me. But most cer- 
tainly, they will not come to pass at all 


(the little paper) 


without the strong cooperation of the 
city council, coupled with the support 
and understanding of our citizens. 
These are historic and exciting 
times. We are witnessing unprecedent- 
ed changes. With the help of God, we 
will continue to be in charge of our 
own destiny and able to guide our- 
selves to a bright and prosperous fu- 
ture. What a privilege it is for me, for 
us all, to be a part of it. Thank you for 


your trust, understanding and confi-
